Solomon was a remarkable character. He 
was the son of David. His wisdom was as- 
tounding. He was the third king of Israel. 
Other kings fought bloody wars, but Solo- 
mon brought peace and prosperity to 
Israel. 


He was brought up as a boy by Nathan, 
the grand old prophet, who in years gone 
had the courage to expose and rebuke Da- 
vid for his great sin. Nathan said to him, 
“Thou art the man.” David trembled be- 
fore the fearless prophet, and answered, “I 
have sinned against the Lord.” 

Soon after Solomon ascended to the 
throne of Israel God spoke to him in a vis- 
ion and offered to bestow some great gift 
upon him. Solomon made a wise choice 
and asked for wisdom. His request was 
granted and to wisdom there were added 
riches and honor. 

No earthly potentate ever ruled in great- 
er magnificence than Solomon. Today we 
look back upon his reign as being the most 
wonderful and successful that the world has 
ever known. His day was the golden age 
of the Jews, 

He built a magnificent temple in which 
to worship God in Jerusalem. The wood and 
stone used in the temple had to be import- 
ed from Lebanon. More than one hundred 
and fifty thousand men were employed in 
the task, while thirty thousand other men 
of Israel were engaged to work on the 
temple, in addition to the three thousand 
six hundred overseers.

DR. AUSTIN H. CLARK, of the Smith- 
sonian Institute, Washington, D. C., contin- 
ues to explode the “pet” theories of Evolu- 
tion. He is such a highly trained scientist 
that scholars everywhere are paying care- 
ful attention to his published statements. 
Writing on “Gaps” recently he said: “It is 
obvious that the gap between cats and dogs 
and their immediate relatives is quite broad, 
and it remains broad throughout the fossil 
record. Cats never become dogs; but both 
are carnivorous mammals. 

“Between the backboned animals and the 
invertebrates, such as the insects, the’ gaps 
are very broad, and those peculiar types 
which are intermediate between them are 
widely different from either. 

“Between the invertebrate groups, as in- 
sects, shells, starfishes, and so forth, the 
gaps are still broader. These gaps go back 
unchanged to the earliest fossils that we 
know. So that so far as these creatures are 
concerned we have no justification in assum- 
ing a time element in the evolutionary

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The Gulf Stream 
of Humanity 
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_ I like to think of the Jewish race as be- 
ing the gulf stream of humanity. The rulf 
stream is the best known current in the 
ocean. It is a riddle to science. It flows 
from the Gulf of Mexico across the Atlantic 
Ocean and is usually from fifty to three 
hundred miles wide. Its velocity is about 
four miles per hour. 

‘The gulf stream skirts Spain and mingles 
with the icy waters of Norway. It is al- 
ways warm even when it flows through cold 
waters. It gives the Bermudas a semi- 
tropical climate. This mysterious stream 
of water retains its personality (if water 
has a personality) as it ploughs through 
the waves across the Atlantic Ocean. 

This reminds me of the Jews. They have 
been persecuted, cursed, accused and butch- 
ered, but they have retained their personal- 
ity and have kept right on ploughing 
through the centuries. Nineteen centuries 
have fled and the legend of the Wandering 
Jew has been acted out dramatically in the 
life of this unique people. 

Jehovah made many wonderful promises 
to father Abraham. He said, “I will make 
thee a great nation.” This promise has 
been fulfilled in Abraham’s posterity. From 
his son Ishmael descended the Arabian 
world. From his son Isaac came _ the 
Israelites. 

Another promise made to Abraham is 
stated in these words: “I will bless them 
that bless thee and curse him that curseth 
thee.” Every nation that has blessed the 
Jew has been blessed of God. Every na- 
tion that has persecuted the Jew has been 
cursed of God. No nation has ever perse- 
cuted the Jew more than Russia and no na- 
tion has ever been visited more obviously 
by the wrath of God than Russia. 

God promised Abraham that, “In thee 
shall all the families of the earth be 
blessed.” This promise refers to the fact 
that the Messiah on His human side would 
be a descendant of Abraham. In Bethle- 
hem’s manger we witnessed the fulfillment 
of this promise when a physical body was 
provided by a descendant of Abraham for 
the incarnation of the Eternal Son. 

The coming of Deity into humanity is 
symbolized by the six-pointed star formed 
from the interlacing of two equilateral tri- 
angles. The lower triangle represents fal- 
len humanity and the upper triangle revre- 
sents Deity blending into humanity. The 
six-pointed star will be seen on the Jewish 
flag today. It was placed on the ark of the 
covenant. It was used as Solomon’s seal. 
It was stamped on the shield of David. It 
may be seen on any finished Jewish syna- 
gogue in the world today. It is believed by 
some that it was a luminous six pointed star 
that hung over Bethlehem’s manger. 


There are four Hebrew words used in de- 
scribing Jewish women. There is a word 
which means a mature married woman. 
There is another word that means a mature 
woman who has been married, but is now a 
widow. There is another word which means 
a woman that is eligible for marriage, but 
has not been married. There is a fourth 
word spelled “almaw,” which means a pure 
young girl, a virgin usually between the 
ages of 13 and 18. In each instance where 

ary, the mother of Jesus, is referred to, 
“almaw” is the original translation. The 
promise was that an “almaw” descendant 
of Abraham, would give birth to a baby by 
divine generation, without an earthly fa- 
ther, which would bruise the serpent’s head. 

At Bethlehem, Deity descended into hu- 
manity, when a baby, fashioned in Jewish 
garb, was prepared for the Eternal Son.

“Back. to-the Bible”; -this-is the slogan of The Defenders of the Christian Faith, 
“Faith of our Fathers,” this is the official hymn of the organization. “Earnestly con- 
tending for the faith which was once delivered unto the saints”; this is the testimony 
of the movement.

As this Defender goes to press, the 
program has not been definitely made up, but it is known that the following men will 
appear on the program: A. P. Gouthey, Gerald B. Winrod, C. L. Eicher, George D. Blom- 
gren, and Ralph Rader (Paul’s brother). - 

The same speakers will conduct the Fifth Annual Convention of The Defenders in 
Sterling, Kansas, December 1st to 8th. Sterling has been dubbed, “The Athens of the 
Middlewest.” It is one of the finest little cities in Kansas. The day meetings of the 
Convention will be held in the First United Presbyterian Church of Sterling, and- the 
night meetings will be held in the Sterling College Chapel, an: Auditorium, seating sev- 
enteen hundred persons. Sterling College is famous for its fidelity to the truth and 
loyalty to the Word of God. Its student body numbers about six hundred.

“Offer Unto God Thanksgiving” 


Psalms 50:14

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This Psalm expresses the feeling of the 
Pilgrims when they had harvested their 
first crop in this new, strange and wonder- 
ful land. So also down through’ the de- 
cades our country has, once every year, 
with few exceptions, gathered in churches 
and homes to hold Thanksgiving services. 

The Pilgrims were thankful for the way 
God had watched over them and led them 
to this land where they came, seeking re- 
ligious liberty. The Pilgrim Fathers were 
pious, earnest, sincere and devout men. It 
is a shame that their piety should be sar- 
castically referred to as “Blue Laws.” But 
if their piety, earnestness, sincerity and 
devoutness enabled them to build and create 
this great civilization that we enjoy, then 
God give us more of the “blues.” 

They erected three great pillars of civili- 
zation—schools, churches and homes — and 
on these still rest the future safety and 
success of our nation. 

Only recently I toured lands less fortu- 
nate than ours. Indeed, we were amazed 
to find the appalling darkness which pre- 
vailed in the lands that cradled our reli- 
gion, such as Egypt, Palestine, and other 
countries bordering on the Mediterranean. 
While these lands had the advantage of an 
earlier start by hundreds of years, they are 
in a misty fog religiously, educationally 
and domestically. 

Educational depravity could be seen in 
the very first city we visited, Algiers, on 
the African coast, a town of 38,000 popu- 
lation, where the native Arab children 
never get to see the inside of a school un- 
til they are in the teen age—unless they 
are of the wealthier class. 

At a rug factory little girls from the 
age of six to eight could be seen weaving 
for the unthinkable salary of five and ten 
cents a day. What a difference compared 
with our children sitting in our beatiful 
school rooms! 

The Mohammedan University of Cairo is 
unique, being the only public school in the 
whole city. Its building was erected nine 
hundred years. ago by the Sultan Hassan 
Ali. An American boy would sneer at it, 
for it is only a colonnade built around an 
open court, in each corner of which are 
boxes where the boy may keep his books, 
dinner and bed, for many live right there, 
stretching out to sleep on a piece of mat- 
ting and pulled an old cloak or coat over 
them, if they have it. School begins at 
seven o’clock when the Professor comes to 
hear the lessons until nine, then the pupils 


study until four, when lessons are heard — 


until six o’clock. Each Professor has a 
chair, but the pupils are seated on the floor. 
There are thirteen thousand students, most 
of them studying audibly at the same time; 
it sounded bad enough when they were only 
studying; I wondered how it sounded during 
the recitation periods. It takes up to six- 
teen years to finish the course of this Uni- 
versity. 

Religious darkness was even more noti- 
ceable, though one would expect it to be 
even brighter there because these cities are 
so near to Jesusalem. 

In these countries one could see the foot- 
prints of Mohammed. In Cairo, Egypt, we 


could see above the huts at intervals, pierc- 
ing the skyline, the Mohammedan minarets 
where five times a day the priest comes 
forth like the bird in the cuckoo clock to 
ery, “Allah! Allah! 


There is but one God 


and Mohammed is his prophet.” Then comes 
the call to prayer. 

Indeed the Mosque of Omar in old Cairo 
with its colonnade of three hundred sixty- 
five pillars, stolen from pillaged churches, 
was very interesting. There are two pil- 
lars by which Omar used to test a man’s 
veracity; if he could go between them he 
was adjudged honest; if not, a liar. As 
the pillars are not more than a foot apart, 
few people must have been able to stand 
the test. 

Visiting the Muséum of Cairo one gets 
a good bird’s eye view of the darkness in 
which the people lived in the twentieth and 
eighteenth dynasties, or about the time of 
the Israelites in history, by inspecting the 
modern finds of Egyptian antiquities. In 
the seventeenth dynasty the idea of putting 
spirit pictures in coffins to minister to the 
dead was introduced. One high official who 
was afraid of his enemies in the future life 
had little images of his body-guard and of 
light and heavy infantry put into his coffin 




















and these are in the Museum. So in later 
days there came to be hundreds of these 
little “Answeri” put in coffins who were to 
say td the master’s spirit when it called, 
“Here am I.” These were often sent to the 
funeral by friends in the place of flowers. 
It is interesting to compare the supersti- 
tion of these lands with our religious ad- 
vantages in this more favored land. 

Yes, there is also a religious darkness 
resting over the beloved city of Jerusalem. " 
Possibly the best illustration to that effect 
will be that of the “Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre.” As a building this was a great 
disappointment to me, most of the gran- 
deur that we read about is pretty badly 
tarnished, the interior is squat and broken 
up with none of the lifty domes and beauti- 
ful: mosaics of the mosques. It is really 
ridiculous to be taken around an area of 
one hundred fifty square feet and shown the 
places where Christ was tried, judged, went 
to Golgotha, executed, laid out, buried and 
resurrected, and just to give you good 
measure they can also show you the tomb 
of Adam. The church is divided for the 
sake of peace between the Greeks, Latins 
and Armenians. The Greeks possess the 
greater part. But through all this, the as- 
tounding paradox existed until recent years, 
that a Turkish soldier must attend while 
tourists visited this church, for our so- 
called Christian brother—Greek, Roman or 
Armenian,—possibly would otherwise have 
done the tourists bodily harm.

One would hardly call their homes 
“home.” Poverty, filth and lack of com- 
forts are everywhere prevalent. The Be- 
douin can be seen here and there, living in 
tents and caves when during the rainy sea- 
son their suffering becomes intense. Sheep, 
chickens and dogs would frequently be found 
under the same family roof. If wealth is 
ever attained, it is in most cases by dishon- 
est methods. 

How radiant our own land seemed to us 
on our return. How thankful we should be, 
not alone on this great Thanksgiving Day, 
but at all times for the great achievements 
accomplished in our land through its won- 
derful educational system. 

For the religious light that we possess 
let us not forget to be thankful. Church 
bells peal forth from Portland, Maine to 
Portland, Oregon. Inspiring Gospel mes- 
sages are heralded from our pulpits. The 
singing of the old-fashioned hymns, and 
fervent prayers ascending to the Throne are 
incentives to holy living. 

Shall we say that we should be thankful 
for our homes? The homes from whence 
have come our great religious leaders, such 
as Charles Finney, Jonathan Edwards, D. 
L. Moody, who in their days shook this 
country for God. 

Let us thank God for homes capable of 
producing great political leaders like George 
Washington, Abraham Lincoln, William 
Jennings Bryan and our great Herbert 
Hoover. For these let us be thankful. 

Let us preserve our old-fashioned home 
ideals. The brief reading of the Book of 
God, the bent knee, the giving of thanks, 
the offering of petitions, the table blessing. 
are still practiced in many homes of this 
blessed land—these things build great 
homes and great homes build great nations. 

Let us look back, with thanks, this 
Thanksgiving Season, 1929, to the heroic en- 
deavor of Godly men and women who 
braved the seas to find new shores on which 
to build great schools, great churches and 
great homes. And, in giving thanks, let us 
face the future with this firm resolve that 
these noble things shall be preserved.

Isaiah 7:14, “Behold, a virgin shall conceive, 
and bear a son, and shall call his name Im- 
manuel.” 

When Jesus was born, Mary, the prom- 
ised “almaw,” wrapped Him in swaddling 
clothes. The root word from which the 
English word “swaddling” comes, means to 
wrap in bandages. It is used figuratively 
in Job 38:9, which refers to the thick dark- 
ness, a swaddling band. In other words, 
when Jesus was born, Mary wrapped Him in 
the thick darkness of grave clothes. She 
knew that He was born to die. 

This was what astounded the shepherds 
when they came to see the new born Babe. 
Mary literally prepared Jesus for burial the 
day He was born.

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A STUDY IN SAP

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“The trees of the Lord are full of sap.” 
(Psalm 104:16.) 


The statement of this text might seem +o 
be very commonplace, but did you ever con- 
sider the mysteries involved in it? 

A recent authority says that an oak tree 
of 700,000 leaves gives off 120 tons of water 
in a season. A big tree must carry hun- 
dreds of buckets full of water up two or 
three flights of stairs every twenty-four 
hours in midsummer. 

A tree is a great manufacturing plant 
and water is required in every department. 
In some trees there is a dairyman dispens- 
ing supplies, a jeweler preparing crystals, 
a sugar-refiner manufacturing sweets, a 
starch-maker, a perfumer distilling scents. 
a varnish-maker developing resins and wax- 
es, a color-expert preparing dye-stuffs. The 
roots must constantly act as pumps to 
bring vast supplies of water with mineral 
solutions to all the departments. 

Chemical processes are going on within 
the tree which constantly develop heat. 
Water in sufficient quantities must be pro- 
vided to keep evaporation going on at the 
leaf surfaces, so as to reduce the plant’s 
temperature. If the pumps fail to work or 
the wells run dry, the tree burns up. 

Water is the principal food of the tree 
cells. Every cell has to be immersed in 
life-giving water, even to the very top of 
the tree. For this reason, provision must 
be made to control evaporation beyond a 
certain point and hold enough water with- 
in bounds. Every leaf is coated with a prep- 
aration that effectively seals it. Air may 
enter and water may escape through micrc- 
scopic openings on the under side of the 
leaves. It is for this reason that the whole 
trunk of the tree is jacketed in protective 
bark, a water-proof material. Cork, made 
from bark, is used wherever it is desired to 
retain or prevent the entrance of moisture. 
Thus protected, the cells of the tree, though 
they hang in the very eye of the sun, are 
constantly kept moist. 


Who Will Explain It? 

But who can tell us how all this water is 
carried up? No one seems to know. The 
lamp-wick principle (capilary attraction) 
will not go far in raising water. This would 
fail to raise water to the top even of a very 
small tree. 

Some have advanced the theory of root 
pressure. A glass tube was inserted in an 
upright position on the stem of a small tree 
cut off near the ground. This should show 
to what height the sap would rise by pres- 
sure from below. Tests have been made in 
which water has been raised in this way in 
a birch tree as high as 84.7 feet. But it is 
found that root pressure takes place only 
in early spring, especially in the morning. 
But when a tree is evaporating the greatest 
quantity of water on dry, hot days, there is 
no root pressure whatever. 

It has been well established that the rise 
of water is caused by a pull from above. 
branch cut from a growing plant and in- 
serted in an air-tight tube has been seen to 
draw a supply of water from the tube with 
such force as to pull a column of mercury 
after it. 

What is the pull from above? A suction 
pump, at best, can lift water only 33 feet. 
According to the laws of physics it is im- 
possible for it to be pulled higher. No in- 
vention has been able to do it. Yet 33 feet 
falls far short of the top of some trees. 

The suction pump, by the lift of its piston, 


removes the air pressure from the upper 
surface, creating a vacuum so that the wa- 
ter pushes up the pipe from below by the 
weight of the atmosphere, a pressure of 15 
pounds to the square inch at sea level. But 
33 feet is the limit and in a tree, water will 
go to the topmost branch, no matter how 
high. 
The Only Explanation 

Men have been compelled to admit, in the 
words of the psalmist: “Such knowledge is 
too wonderful for me; it is high, I cannot 
attain unto it” (Psa. 139:6. God is indeed 
“great in counsel and mighty in work” (Jer. 
32:19). “There is no searching of His un- 
derstanding” (Isa. 40:28). 

William Cullen Bryant’s lines give the 
true answer to the problem of the tree: 


“Father, Thy hand 

Hath reared these venerable columns, Thou 

Didst weave this verdant roof. Thou didst 
look down 

Upon the naked earth and forthwith rose 

All these fair ranks of trees. They, in Thy 


sun 
Budded, and shook their green leaves in 
Thy breeze 
And shot towards heaven.” 


The Godly Man a Tree 

The godly man is likened to a “tree plant- 
ed by the rivers of water, that bringeth 
forth his fruit in his season; his leaf also 
shall not wither; and whatsoever he doeth 
shall prosper” (Psa. 1:3). When one is 
brought into vital union with Jesus Christ 
there is brought into his very being “a 
fountain of water springing up into etern- 
al life” (John 4:14). Not only does he have 
this life-giving water for his own refresh- 


ment, but he gives off to others (Jn. 7:38- 
39). This water our Lord interpreted to be 
“the Holy Spirit which they that believe on 
Him should receive.” 

The operation of the Spirit in and through 
the beiiever is as mysterious as is the flow 
of sap up the tree (Jn. 3:8). Transformed 

_and fruitful lives can be accounted for only 
by the mysterious working of the Holy 
Spirit. 

The man of God, like the tree, is a great 
manufacturing plant, dependent upon the 
supply and upraising of living water to 
every department of his life. “The manifes- 
tation of the Spirit is given to every man to 
profit withal” (1 Cor. 12:7). The Spirit 
distils such products as love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, faith. 
meekness and temperance (Gal. 5:22-23). If 
these inner products are lacking in the 
Christian life, it is only because something 
has interfered with the inflow. Obstructions 
from beneath may effectually stop this in- 
take, in spite of the pull from above. 


In Relation to Others 


As the tree gives off its moisture into the 
atmosphere, helping to purify and sweeten 
the air breathed by other creatures, so the 
man of God emanates spiritual influences 
about him, “diffusing the fragrance of the 
ro aes of him in every place” (2 Cor. 
psalmist compared himself to a 
“green olive tree near the house of God” 
(Psa. 52:8). Tristan in his “Natural Histo- 
ry of the Bible” says: “To the Oriental, the 
coolness of the pale green foliage of the 
olive trees, its evergreen freshness, spread 
like a silver sea along the slopes of the 
hills, speaks of peace and plenty, food and 
gladness.” Surely it should be said of the 
Christian: “The fruit of the righteous is as 
a tree of life” (Prov. 11:30). 

“The righteous shall flourish like the palm 
tree,” said David (Psa. 92:12). Like the 
palm, the Christian may dwell in a desert 
land, but he will be unmoved by the scorch- 
ing, withering winds of temptation and per- 
secution, for he is sustained by the deep, 
secret springs of divine grace. The Hindus 
say the palm has 360 uses. Should not the 
Spirit-filled Christian have as many uses?

Can atheism reform depraved men and 
make them happy? Can it make bad gov- 
ernments good? Can it make men honest, 
sober, benevolent and self-denying? Can it 
comfort us in death, and give us hope con- 
cerning the future? The facts of history 
prove that it cannot. 

Atheism makes men miserable in tife, and 
torments them in death. It has given li 
cense to lust and iniquity, and enkindleu 
vice. The influence of atheistic lives fre- 
quently exert a most demoralizing effect. 
After their death their writings exercise a 
pernicious influence upon the minds of 
young and unstable persons. They make 
the end of many dark, wretched, hopeless, 
yes, awful. Gambetta, once President of 
the French Republic, was an atheist. He is 
reported to have said, just before he died: 
“T am lost. It is useless to attempt to con- 
ceal it. But I have suffered so much, it will 
be a deliverance.” 

An atheist said: “There is one thing that 
mars all the pleasure of my life. I am 
afraid the Bible is true. If I could know 
for a certainty that death is an eternal 
sleep, I should be happy. But, here is what 

jierces my soul, if the Bible is true I am 
ost forever.” : 

A professional atheist, while denying the 
doctrine of eternal punishment in a discus- 
sion with his fellow-boarders, was stricken 
with paralysis, the whole of one side, from 
head to foot, including the tongue, losing 
vitality. He was taken to the hospital, 
where he died. ; 

Atheistic France wrote, “Death is an 
eternal sleep,” above her cemeteries, and 
then tore down civilization, and quenched 
the light of humanity in seas of blood. The 
French communists in 1871, while arresting 
ecclesiastics, describing them as “servants 
of a person called God,” dug down the 
foundations of law, order, peace, and truth, 
and with fire and sword destroyed their fel- 
lowmen by thousands, and made the streets 
of Paris red with blood. 

A noted American atheist said by the cof- 
fin of his brother: “Life is a narrow vale 
between the cold and barren peaks of two 
eternities. We strive in vain to look beyond 
the heights. We cry aloud, and the only 
answer is the echo of our wailing cry.”

The Bible 
Society now prints five hundred Bibles for 
every working hour of the day. Gibbon’s 
house at Lake Leman is now a hotel, in 
which there is a room for the sale of Bibles. 
Chesterfield’s parlor, where an atheist club 
used to meet and rail at religion, is now a 
vestry where the songs and prayers of the 
penitent go up to God. 

4. Christianity is the only religion that 
affords the believer the witness of its truth; 
so that persecution, and the approach of the 
most horrifying death, cannot shake his 
faith in it. Unlike the votaries of infideli- 
ty, no one has ever been known to renounce 
Christianity upon his dying bed. Read 
Foxe’s Book of Martyrs. 

5. Christianity is the only religion that 
fully satisfies the cravings of the human 
heart, and saves the sinner from the stings 
of a guilty conscience. 

6. Christianity is the only religion that 
truly reforms man, makes him honest, un- 
selfish, truthful, loving and pure.

SCHOLARLY AGNOSTICISM IS 
UNSCIENTIFIC. Search the earth, 
and not one unbelieving scientist, edu- 
cator, or modernist preacher can be 
found who is scientific in his attitude 
toward God. Whoever will pursue the 
methods of the laboratory and the 
classroom, i. e., follow the .rules and 
apply the principles, will come to know 

od, know the miracle-working, trans- 
forming power of His Love, know the 
Way, the Truth and the Life, revealed 
in Christ Jesus. 

















The time has come when every minister, 
yes, every real, vital Christian, can and 
should know the Lord. Yes, know Him as 
an indwelling presence, and share His Life, 
Love, virtues, gifts, righteousness and .God- 
. consciousness; be one with Him in motive, 
purpose and achievement. 

The Church is failing to Christianize the 
masses and to spiritualize its membership; 
because it is trying to do by education and 
organization that which can be done only 
by regeneration and the operation of the 
Holy Spirit. 

Christian education and decision cannot 
take the place of prayer, regeneration, and 
daily realization of oneness with God. The 
Church has the children from their infancy; 
has them when major ideals and subjective 
habits are forming, has them when life and 
love are at their purest and most respon- 
sive stage. With all this advantage and op- 
portunity, the Church loses 85% of them to 
the world. Why? Largely because the 
education given is mainly mental and idea- 
listic, not vital and spiritual. They are 
taught to live according to Christian ideals, 
to “live the Jesus-way” of kindness and 
unselfish service to others. They are not 
taught how to pray and realize the exveri- 
ence of regeneration, heart-purity, Divine 
Love, oneness with Christ in Life, motive 
and achievement. 

No one can, or does, live the Christ Life 
except Christ. Only as His Life becomes 
manifest in and through a regenerate soul 
is the Christian Life lived or experienced by 
anyone. All this effort to conform to Chris- 
tian ideals and “live the Jesus-way,” with- 
out Christ formed within, is irrational and 
unscientific. One might as well try to train 
turtles to “live the eagle-way,” as to try to 
train unregenerate human nature to live the 
Christ Life. 

The Jesus way of living did not come 
from ideals of ethics.and service; but from 
Divine Love pouring from a God-engendered, 
God-filled heart. Only when men have tfe- 
generate hearts, and the Love of Christ is 
manifest in them, can they do the works of 
Christ. 

Never until the Church gets away from 
the fallacy of trving to make Christians by 
education, ethical culture and social service, 
and cooperate with the Holy Spirit in pro- 
ducing regenerate, Spirit-filled, Love-in- 
spired Christians, will it have power to pro- 
duce sunernatural results and accomplish 
its mission of evangelizing the world and 
Christianizing the masses. 

Be not deceived. Conforming conduct to 
Christian ideals is infinitely better than be- 
ine conformed to the world of sensuous 
pleasure and immorality. But it is in no 
sense equivalent to being transformed into 
the image and expression of the indwelling 


Christ. Morality under law is the duty and 
privilege of everyone, and brings its reward 
to the individual, society and the State. But 
morality as the expression of Divine Love 
and grace enriches the soul, and makes one 
a positive force for righteousness and 
Christian progress. 


Spiritual Leadership Needed 

Theological schools are not producing 
Prophets. They have no system of practice 
whereby students may become selfless, pure, 
Spirit-filled, God-inspired servants of Jesus 
Christ. “Blessed are the pure in heart; for 
they shall see God.” An impure heart will 
keep any soul from God-consciousness. Any 
theological school, or system of religious 
teaching or practice, that does not deliver

from sensuality and substitute spirituality, , 


necessarily fails to produce od-taught 
men. When creative power is expressed in 
sense-desire, it physicalizes consciousness. 
But when expressed in loving desire to be 
holy, to be one with God in motive and 
achievement, it serves in promoting inspi- 
ration and illumination. 

School-made preachers who know not 
God readily accept the false conclusions of 
spiritually blind scientists. Not having the 
Light of the Spirit within, they cannot dis- 
cern between truth and error, the facts of 
science and the false interpretation of those 
facts. 

Preachers betrayed by unscientific theo- 
ries unwittingly become false prophets, lead- 
ing their followers into fallacies that de- 
stroy faith in the supernatural character and 
works of Jesus Christ. The Church is fail- 
ing because it is substituting the theories 
of spiritually blind men for the revealed 
Word and Will of God; substituting natural 
means and methods for a _ supernatural 
Christ and His transforming power. 

God’s Way Out 

Vital Christianity is the remedy for the 
present condition. Not more dogmatic the- 
ology; not more adjustment of Christian 
faith to expanding knowledge; not more le- 
niency of thought and conformativeness for 


the sake of oon and good-will; but Christ 
Jesus indwelling and manifesting His life, 
Love, nature and gifts in and through re- 
generate men and women. 

Scholarly agnosticism is unscientific. 
Search the earth and not one materialist, 
atheist or agnostic can be found who is sci- 
entific in his attitude toward God and spir- 
itual realities. Not one such has obeyed the 
laws whereby men come to know God. Ap- 
ply the principles of — to any 

usiness in America, and it would soon go 

to ruin. No wonder the Church is failing 
when preachers and Christian educators are 
disseminating doubts and _ questionings 
about things that can be known experien- 
tially. Whoever will DO the Will of God 
will come to know Him. The greatest priv- 
ilege, the most enriching experience in all 
the world, is to KNOW God; to know how 
to commune, through Divine Love, with the 
God of Love, Wisdom and Power. 

If churchmen will cease striving to har- 
monize conflicting beliefs, to adjust Chris- 
tian teaching to unproven theories, and to 
comply with the necessary contlitions for 
realizing vital oneness with Jesus Christ; 
that He may manifest Himself in conscious- 
ness; they will find the solution of their dif- 
er 8 in their united oneness with God in 

rist.

Mr. Rader has long felt that the con- 
verted native is best qualified to go out 
and win his own people for Christ, when 
carefully trained. For years he has looked 
forward to the time when such a plan 
could be worked out in the Orient. At last 
the hour has come, with the launching of 
the Chinese Missionary Society, when ways 
have been provided for sending consecrated 
Christian natives out to gather in their own 
kind for Christ. 

Everywhere Mr. Rader has gone, there 
have been large numbers of Chinese mis- 
sionary volunteers. Whole mission fields 
have been electrified and strengthened by 
his tour. One of the splendid things that 
has come out of his tour to the Orient is 
the launching of the Chinese Missionary 
Society. 

Dr. Leland Wang, the noted Chinese 
preacher, called “the Moody of China,” has 
traveled with Mr. Rader constantly during 
his tour of China, acting as interpreter. 
They have had great audiences everywhere, 
even while up in Manchuria, the war-torn 
area on the Russian border. 

The following is an extra from a recent 
communication sent by Mr. Rader from 
China: 

“Do not think of China as filled with 
empty-minded people. For seven thousand 
years the streams of ideas for living life 
have been flowing and they have been 
drinking in its waters. Some of the finest 
philosophy extent has been in their posses- 
sion through these centuries. Other civili- 
zations have dried up and gone down but 
China has just gone on and on. She has 
been conquered only to swallow up her con- 
querors. The old Marchu dynasty con- 
quered but its last ruler was swallowed up 
by the revolution and China is going on. 
Her nerves are surely buried deev in her 
flesh. You dare not say that because she 
doesn’t get excited and fly to pieces she 
has no nerves, for her art and literature 
and home life show that she has. However, 
she has an armor plate of patience. Here 
is the largest unused reservoir of human 
material and boundless energy on this 
earth with a deep, deep past filled with 
thought. ‘China is elastic but has never 
been stretched. Oh, God, stretch this peo- 
ple. Let us expect the world’s greatest 
revival where one-fourth of earth’s millions 
live. Let us believe God for a fire that 
will set boiling the power of the Spirit in 
these Christian Chinese. One of the oldest 
missionaries returned this week to his life 
work here where he has translated the 
world’s literature into Chinese. But he 
says he has come back to China to a new 
day for himself. No more educational ef- 
fort for him. He says, “I am going to 
preach Christ crucified alone, all else that 
we have done has failed. I am going to 
end up right. 

“T have great hopes of the new China 
because the people are as willing to change 
as they are in spite of more barriers and 
prejudices than we of the west can know.

I find very many changes in the Chinese 
since my last visit and changes in the mis- 
sionaries such as the one I have mentioned. 
The modernist group have seen most of 
their works of years burnt up by the re- 
volution. 

“T find that as the Chinese have taken 
over their own government just so have 
the Chinese Christians assumed their own 
responsibility for giving China the Gospel. 

“At six o’clock of my first day before 
I had preached I was given a reception and 
feast by the Chinese ministers of Shanghai 
and the members of the Home Missionary 
Society an organization set up to get the 
Gospel to untouched areas. The Chinese 
Chairman spoke in beautiful English with 
a real spiritual fervor and then said the 
same thing in Shanghai dialect for those 
who spoke no English. The Chinese secre- 
tary of the Society spoke wonderfully the 
same way. Then Mr. Wang translated as 
I oe and Mr. Chow interpreted as Mr. 
Jaffray gave them the picture of the South 
Sea Islands that he and Mr. Wang has re- 
cently visited and laid the call of the Is- 
land world on their hearts. Here was a 
new day. Chinese entertaining foreigners 
and themselves taking the lead and being 
willing to go to other lands to carry the 
Gospel. 

“We were the foreign guests. Next to 
me on the right was Leland Wang — then 
a Chinese Presbyterian pastor—next a dear 
old Methodist pastor who loved the Lord 
and had seen very much persecution in his 
early ministry. Next sat a Chinese writer, 
a layman. Then came Dr. Mary Stone the 
famous Holy Ghost physician so well known 
in our country at all the Methodist and 
Holiness Campmeetings. Next sat Miss 
Hughes, her partner in their great work 
here at what they call Bethel. Then next 
sat a dear aged and wise and prayerful 
retired Chinese evangelist - and last the 
Chairman Mr. Kong, pastor of Allen Memo- 
rial Baptist Church, the largest Chinese 
Church in Shanghai. Next to Mr. Jaffray 
sat Mr. Chow, his interpreter, head of 
Christian. Endeavor. Next came Pastor 
Joe, secretary of the Home Missionary So- 
ciety, and at his side Dr. Boo, Secretary 
of the Baptist Association. A man with 
a busy life and an evangelistic heart. He 
is just back from Jerusalem with his heart 
on fire for souls. It seems a shame to see 
him bound up in administrative work when 
his heart is on fire for souls. May God 
loose him and let him go. Next was the 
publisher of Chinese Evangelical literature. 
Than two more of the denominational pas- 
tors. Each was present to represent his 
denomination at the reception. The tea came 
on in a cup more like a soup bowl with a 
lovely saucer on top of it. You moved the 
saucer slightly which kept the tea-grounds 
back as you drew in the hot tea. The fans 
where oh so welcome. I was wringing wet. 
The top of my shoes were soaked. I never 
saw heat like this before anywhere on 
earth. Then came whole fishes about a foot 
long and big bowls of rice, with bowls of 
scrambled eggs and fresh shrimps. ‘ Chop 
Sticks? Sure, or go without eating or use 
your fingers. You “can do,” as they say 
in pigeon English, if you “no got” anything 
else. The fish was sliced like cake and you 
picked up a piece, put it on your bow! of 
rice and took it with smaller pieces with 
other stuff. A little rice along with each 
bit of anything.

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A Sermon

The destruction of Sodom and Gomorrah 
is mentioned twenty-eight times in the 
Bible by twelve writers. Perhaps next to 
the narrative of Jonah and the Whale this 
Bible Story has suffered more from ridicule 
than any other passage of scripture, yet 
when understood, the story of the destruc- 
tion of these two cities is both logical and 
scientific. Abraham was the uncle of Lot. 
When Jehovah called Abraham out of Ur of 
the Chaldees he took his nephew Lot, a 
young man, with him. It was two mighty 
caravans that journeyed from Ur of Chal- 
dees to the Holy Land. 

After spending some time in their new 
home, Abraham and Lot journeyed to Egypt. 
Later they returned to the Holy Land. Both 
men had great possessions in herds, serv- 
ants, camels and caravans. They finally 
settled at Bethel, a beautiful spot, twelve 
miles north of the city of Jerusalem. 

After many years 
of friendship and af- 
ter passing through 
many hardships _ to- 
gether, a quarrel fin- 
ally developed in the 
family. It seems that 
Lot’s shepherds and 
Abraham’s shepherds 
quarreled one day 
while bartering over 
their herds. The re- 
lations of these two 
mighty men were 
greatly strained. 
Strife developed be- 
tween them. 

Abraham demon- 
strated a most beau- 
tiful spirit. He said 
to Lot, “Let there be 
no strife, I pray thee, 
between me and thee 
and between my her-- 
men and thy herd- 
men; for we are 
brethren.” Abraham 
was___ unselfish. He 
took Lot to the high- 
es: vantage point in 
northern Palestine 
and said in substance: 
“Now, view the land, 
Lot, to the right and 
to the left and take 
your choice.” 

Abraham was the 
older of the two men. 
Lot should have said, 
“No, uncle, you 
choose,” but Lot, the 
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omnipotent Deity. You are not an auto- 
maton. As a free moral agent you have it 
in your power to defy God with your will. 
God could not crack your will and still be 
God. He will never snatch your will from 


you. 

At the close of an address in Old Orchard, 
Maine, one night a lady introduced me to a 
man to whom she wanted me to speak. I 
questioned the man about his relationship 
with God and he told me how that eighteen 
years before, God had definitely put His 
hand upon him for the ministry. He delib- 
erately made a decision contrary to the plan 
of God for his life and plunged into a pool 
of iniquity eighteen years deep. He said: 
“T feel dead in my heart. I have positively 
no impulse toward God nor have I had such 
an impulse during these eighteen years.” 

God deals with man as a rational, free 
moral agent. You stand at Bethel and you

colleague, Paul Rader (who was in China at that time), on the globe-map. salt. 


The story of the downfall of one of Amer- 
ica’s great religious leaders is a tragic tale. 
He was a splendid man, but he had one be- 
setting sin. He had a mania for drink. He 
was not a drunkard, but occasionally he 
would take a drink. The man knew that he 
should not do it, but he left the bars down. 
He exposed himself to temptation. Where 
he left the door open Satan entered. In an 
unguarded moment the Devil tripped him. 
I have always hated the Devil for that. To- 
day that man’s life is a mass of human 
wreckage. 

One cigarette spark may cause a mighty 
conflagration. One rolling pebble has often 
caused an avalanche. A rolling pebble pro- 
duced an avalanche in Colorado which bur- 
ied the Southern Pacific under an eighty 
foot sheet of water. One little pebble of 
sin is all that Satan needs in order to bury 
a life under an avalanche of iniquity. If 
vou have a besetting sin you had better get 
it or some day it will get you. 

Lot’s sin was greed. His sin was rooted 
in selfishness. Every other sin known to 
mankind comes out of the one root sin of 
selfishness. The love of self was the sin 
that brought about the collapse of Satan’s 
kingdom. While he was yet the beautiful 
archangel he deliberately put his will in op- 
position to the will of God and said, “I will.” 

Jesus was a selfless being. He was with- 
out self. He came not to do His own will 
but the will of His 
Father Who sent Him. 
He said: “I am meek 





and lowly.” These 
two words “meek” 
and “lowly” really 


mean without self and 
without pride. He 
could be Jesus be- 
cause He was free 
from the sin of greed. 

Several years 
passed after Lot left 
Bethel and journeyed 
out into the cities of 
the plain. Later he 
became a prominent 
business-man of the 
city of Sodom. 

Abraham, the serv- 
ant of God, prophe- 
sied the destruction 
of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah. He knew of the 
filthy sin that charac- 
terized these two ci- 
ties, which involved a 
dreadful desecration 
of the human body. 
The sin was _ intro- 
duced primarily as a 
religious rite by the 
priests. Abraham 
knew that only one 
thing could save the 
cities and that was 
salt, 

He journeyed to 
Sodom in search of 
mineral 
He was looking 
for a different kind of 





young man, made the me 





selection. His selfish 

eye scanned the barren waste land and then 
he looked away to the east and he saw a 
fertile, green, ribbon-like valley beyond 
which were the cities of the plain. He 
thought of his flocks and contemplated that 
the plain was well watered. He took the 
best land and left the dry barren places for 
Abraham. We read that Lot pitched his 
tent on the road to Sodom. 

There Lot stood at Bethel. It was a place 
of decision. It was a crisis hour. Life is 
made up largely of decisions. Lot made a 
wrong choice at his Bethel ane he spent the 
rest of his life paying for the mistake. 

God deals with man just like Abraham 
dealt with Lot at Bethel. He deals with 
man as a free moral agent. God will never 
break your will. You are not a mechanical 
device to be moved about arbitrarily by an 


heve it in your power to defy God. Read 
His “Thou Shalt Nots.” 

Thou shalt have no other gods before 
Him. Thou shalt not take His name in vain. 
Thou shalt remember the Sabbath to keep 
it holy. Thou shalt honor thy father and 
mother. Thou shalt not kill. Thou shalt 
not commit adultery.. Thou shalt not steal. 
Thou shalt not bear false witness. That is 
the way you would talk to one whom you 
recognized as being a conscious, rational, 
free moral agent. 

Lot was not a bad kind of a man. He 
had many virtues. He also had one beset- 
ting sin. Out of that root sin came the 
travedy, sorrow and final ruin of later years. 
Satan needs to fasten only one besetting sin 
_ a person in order to gain ultimate con- 
trol, 


salt. Had he _ been 
searching for mineral salt he could have 
found plenty, for Sodom Mountain stood 
near the city of Sodom where it stands to- 
day, a white, glistening mass of solid salt. 
From a distance it looks like a hill of sil- 
ver. The mountain stands five hundred feet 
high, but in reality it is a hole in the ground 
because it is seven hundred feet below sea 
level. Deep salt beds are scattered through- 
out that section. Some of the mountain is 
covered with a yellow layer of sulphur. The 
mountain rests its foundations in great salt 
beds. 

In ancient times salt was very scarce in 
some parts of the world. Even today salt 
is a luxury which only the rich can own in 
parts of Africa. 

In olden times covenants were sealed with

blood. Two persons entering into an agree- 
ment would dash a spot of blood from their 
veins on the document and thus they were 
bound by blood. Animals were sometimes 
killed and their blood was used in executing 
agreements. This legal process was as 
binding as the seal of a Notary Public in 
modern times. The flesh of the animals, 
whose lives were taken in order to secure 
their blood, was sometimes eaten by the 
parties who were entering into the agree- 
ment. 

It was found that the taste of the meat 
was greatly improved by eating salt with 
it. Hence agreements thus executed were 
called “Covenants of Salt.” We read of one 
such covenant in Numbers 18:19. We read 
that this particular agreement was “a cov- 
enant of salt for ever before the Lord.” 
Arabs have a legal term known in the des- 
ert as “Salt between us.” In Persia even 
to this day, when one breaks his word it is 
a legal phrase to say that “he is untrue to 
salt.” Cakes made of salt are used as 
money in Abyssinia. parts of Africa. and 
Tibet. Roman soldiers used to receive a 
part of their pay in salt because salt was 
looked upon as a luxury. Perhaps you have 
used the phrase. “He is not worth his salt.” 

Jesus said, “Ye are the salt of the earth” 
When He used this phrase He was literally 
saying that ye “are a covenant people bound 
to God with legal bonds.” 

What is the chief function of salt? Salt 
keeps things from getting rotten. That is 
exactly what Christianity does on the earth. 
Close up the churches of America, drive the 
preachers out of the country, destroy the 
gospel testimony and within a generation 
society would be a stinking mass of fester- 
ing corruption. 

Abraham knew that only human salt 
could save Sodom and Gomorrah. He was 
not searching for mineral salt or covenant 
salt. He was in search of righteous people. 
Jehovah told him that the cities would be 
spared if he found as many as fifty right- 
eous people. Abraham was unable to find 
even as many as ten. In all Sodom and 
Gomorrah he could find only one lump of 
human salt. The only good man he could 
find was Lot and he was not really virtu- 
ous. Both cities mirht have been vacated 
before the catastronhe had Abraham been 
able to start a revival through righteous 
people. 

Just before the crash came, a marvelous 
thing happened. Two angelic messengers 
visited Lot. Angels are real. They are in- 
telligent. They are famous for deeds of 
kindness. Someone has called them God’s 
messenrer boys. 

Angels are always represented as mascu- 
line beings and never as feminine. The pie- 
tures that you have hanging on the walls 
of your home showing women faces are not 
scriptural. It is amazin how little the av- 
mone professing Christian knows about an- 
gels. 

No doubt there are many orders and ranks 
of angels and archangels. Perhaps every 
such angelic ministerine spirit has an ap- 
propriate name. but only two anvels are 
named in the Bible. Gabriel and Michael. 
About all the average person knows shout 
Gabriel is stated in the negro song, “When 
Gabriel hlows his trump in the mornine.” 
This souib is. of course. not scriptural he- 
cause the Bible savs nothing about Gabriel 
nossessine a trumpet. Angels are created 
heines, Christ is an ™-reated beine. The 
Galden Text of the Rible. Tnhn 3:16, savs: 
“For God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son.” Jecus was an un- 
created. hegotten beins When one comes 
out of Adam and into Christ. he heromes 2 
nartaker of uncreated. eternal life, and, 
therefore. vossesses a higher order of life 
then areelic heines. 

Gabriel is the prophet angel. He revealed 
the future to Daniel. He predicted the birth 
of John the Baptist, He appeared to Mary 


and told her that she would give birth to 
the Son of : 

Michael is the warrior angel. He planned 
the attack on Jericho for Joshua. He guard- 
ed the tomb of Jesus. He fought with Luci- 
fer for the body of Moses. In Daniel the 
tenth chapter, we read that an angel start- 
ed with a message for Daniel and was 
twenty-one days late in delivering it. The 
angel apologizes for his delay by saying 
that the Prince of Persia had withstood him 
and that he finally had to call on Michael 
for help. 

Two angels called at Lot’s house just be- 
fore Sodom and Gomorrah went down. When 
it was known that the angels were staying 
with Lot for the night, a mob, coming from 
the four directions of the city of Sodom, 
assembled around Lot’s house and sought 
to desecrate the bodies of the angels. Lot 
went outside of his house and pleaded with 
the mob, but without success. They were 
in the act of battering his door down when 
one angel reached out and jerked Lot back 
in the house while the other smote the mob 
with blindness. 

That the wicked and immoral people of 
Sodom should have sought to desecrate the 
bodies of even the angels was too much. 
This was the straw that broke the camel’s 
back. From that hour the doom of Sodom 
and Gomorrah was sealed. 

Early at day-break the next morning there 
was a rumbling sound. accompanied with a 
sudden cracking of the soil. It was an 
earthquake. The foundations seemed to be 
sliding from beneath Sodom and Gomorrah. 
This sudden outburst was accompanied bv 
a-voleanic eruption, roaring flames and fall- 
ling brimstone. The flames and smoke shot 
upward to a great height. Dving shrieks 
were soon heard on everv hand. 

Let it be understood that the destruction 
of Sodom and Gomorrah came about from 
natural causes. These causes. no doubt, 
were an earthquake and a volcanic explo- 
sion. The miracle in this sad exnerience is 
not in the destruction of the cities or the 
falling of the brimstone. Manv have been 
puzzled at this point. Thev have wondered 
from where the fire and brimstone which 
fell from heaven came. This has given rise 
to much adverse criticism on the part of 
skeptical persons. The miracle was not in 
the falling brimstone. The miracle was in 
the visit of the angels and the call of the 
citv to renent. 

The scrintural narrative savs that hrim- 
stone was “rained” from heaven. Rain has 
first to v0 uv from the earth and he stored 
in the clouds before it ean fall. The svn 
reaches down, drinks un water from the 
earth. ard denosits it in the clouds. so that 
it ean fall from above. Like that the brim- 
stone. which was made un of ereat clink- 
ers of sulnhur. was thrown nn by the ex- 
plosinn and later “rained down ” 

Before Sodom and Gomorrah went down, 
a nart of the Dead Sea eame vn. Todav 
Sodem and Gomorrah are in the hottam of 
the Dead Sea. The Dead Sea is 1217 feet 
below sea level. Its surface is 340 sovare 
miles. Tt contains eleven thoansand six hun- 
dred million tons of salt. The sea has no 
ontlet and is relieved only hv evaporation. 
The water is so thick that the humar hodv 
eannat sink in it. The mineral wealth of 
the Dead Sea is estimsted as heine eleven 
hundred ard forty billions of dollars: a 
stacreerine figure. 

Tn the days of Sodom and Gomorrah these 
regions flowed with oil. There were also 
great bituminous coalheds and acres of as- 
vhalt. The soil was white with salt and yel- 
lew with sulphur. Wherever vou find oil. 
hituminous eoalbeds and asphalt. vou’ will 
find gases. Where there are gases there 
will be combustion. The gases ignited 
at the time of the destruction, of Sodom and 
Gemorrah. 

Perhaps you have seen a tub of asphalt 
where new pavement was heing laid down. 
If so. vou have seen thick, black smoke 
rolling upward. Abraham was perhaps fif-~ 
teen miles away when Sodom and Gomors 


rah were destroyed and he heard the ex- 
plosion and saw the black smoke rolling 
upward at that distance. 

The two angels hurried Lot and his fam- 
ily out of the city. On their way out Mrs. 
Lot turned and ran back into Sodom, per- 
haps to get her silverware or vanity case, 
or yooniiy she forgot. to kiss one of the 
neighbor ladies goodbye. In the original 
text it is clear that she not only looked back 
upon Sodom, but that she went back as well. 

e Bible says that she turned into a pillar 
of salt. Infidels and agnostics have long 
scoffed at this statement due to their lack 
of information on the subject. 

I know of a man who fell into the Dead 
Sea. When he got out, his garments were 
so crusted and stiffened with salt that they 
stood up of themselves. Lot’s wife became 
literally encrusted with salt so that she was 
actually a pillar of salt. When Pompeii 
was destroyed by the outbursts of Mount 
Vesuvius hundreds of human bodies became 
encrusted in lava.: Not unlike this, Lot’s 
wife became coated with salt when she re- 
turned to Sodom. 

It will be seen from this analysis that the 
cities were destroyed by natural processes. 
However, it was a miracle that Abraham 
should have known that they were going to 
be destroyed. One of the miracles in this 
cireumstance was the revelation that Abra- 
ham had from God in advance of the tragedy. 
Had Sodom and Gomorrha heeded the 
appeal of the prophet, both cities could have 
been emptied before the visitation of the 
wrath of God. 

Lot never amounted to anything after he 
left Sodom. It is a tragic story concern- 
ing how he sank into moral iniquity. He 
made his great mistake back there at Beth- 
el when he made a wrong decision and 
pitched his tent on the road to Sodom. 

Perhaps, standing at Bethel, he saw the 
glitter, the glare and the great white way 
of Sodom. No doubt he contemplated the 
whoopee parties, the jazz music, the dance 
halls, the painted women, the social world, 
the fancy liquors, the frivolity, the mad dis- 
sipation and the nights of putrid revelry. 

Perhavs he contemplated also that he 
was in the cattle business and that it would 
be a great advantage to him to be near the 
packing houses of Sodom where there. would 
be a great demand for his cattle as well as 
his dairy products. Sin seemed to have a 
commercial value. I venture to suggest that 
if your business is keeping you in sin, that 
it will be better for you in the lon» run if 
you turn about and engage yourself in an- 
other vrofession. 

Don’t pitch vour tent on the road to Sod- 
om or the next step and vou will be in Sod- 
om. Sodom represents sin. It is a type of 
moral iniquity. 

In the city of Paris there is a vulear, 
lecherous place of saietv and over the door 
in dazzline electric lishts are the words, 
“Nothing to nav.” This means. of course, 
that much of the entertainment is free. 
Nothing to pav in a place like that! When 
vau enter unon such a wild. gay. rollickine 
life like Tit entered unon when he went to 
Sedom. there is evervthine to nay. Yon 
nav in hadv. mind and sovl. You nav in 
health. blasted hones and shattered ideals. 
You nav in generations unborn. 

Perhans you are living a life of artificial 
stimulation. You vo here and there’ into 
the gay life. the dance, the world, the flesh 
and the devil. You are seeking neace and 
eontentment. brt von will never find it un- 
til vou find God. You will never he happy 
until you find your place in God. Man was 
built for God. His very nature calls for

The Mysterious Magic Road

Across the creek from a cottage where 
I once lived a road winds over the hill, 
and disappears among the trees. Like*all 
roads that cut their way through the forest 
this one intrigued me. The lure became 
irresistible, and so one day in answer to 
the beckoning call of late afternoon shad- 
ows I made my way across the pasture to 
where this road slips mysteriously through a 
screen of vines and begins to ascend the hill. 

It was a new road. I did not know what 
to look for.

It is the arrangement of a Wise Provi- 
dence that the road may reveal itself only 
as it is traveled. 

To know something of the road ahead 
might, at times, be an advantage, but these 
advantages would be offset by the fact that 
knowledge of what awaits us around the 
next turn would many times make dull and 
uninteresting what otherwise might be a 
thrilling discovery. Not only so, but know- 
ledge of what lies ahead would frequently 
so terrify us that we would have no cour- 
age to go on. 

If fortune tellers and seers could reveal 
the future, I would not visit them. They 
would rob me of the relish of living. I 
much prefer to allow each bend in the road 
to reveal it’s own joy or sorrow. 

The heart has a way of meeting each 
emergency as it presents itself, whether 
it be joy or sorrow, success or seeming 
failure, and as Tennyson would say, fill 
us with “the glorv of going on.” 

At almost the first turn in the road, as 
a barefoot lad, I came face to face with 
the mystery of death,—and it was the deep- 
est of all the mysteries of this myste- 
rious realm, namely: Why good mothers are 
taken who leave small children—And I 
stood bewildered amid the shadows. But 
at the next turn laughter chased away the 
falling tears, and hope hung a rainbow 
across my clouded day. A youthful dream 
danced gaily down the road ahead of me, 
and I followed eagerly on. The minor note 
of sorrow grew fainter and fainter and 
finally blended into the major music of 
life’s marching song. 

Visions of a great tomorrow thronged 
my mind and thrilled me with promise of 
world-startling achievement. A few things 
have been accomplished, but for the most 
these visions move on ahead just out of 
reach. And this is well, for were it not 
for these dreams of conauest the drab 
monotony of midday would long since have 
become unbearable. 

Disapnointment leaped out of the shad- 
ows and ensaged me in a life and death 
struggle. But as I battled this hideous 
thing in the dark the sunrise of a new 
courage broke through the gloom and gave 
light in which to vanquist my foe, and over 
his prostrate body I continued down the 
road filled with a new sense strength 
against another day of battle. 

An understanding heart with whom I had 
journeyed far bid me a hasty farewell and 
turned off the road, I paused a moment 
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to weep, and as I wept I found my sorrow 
being minted into the currency of broad- 
ened sympathy, a fuller understanding, and 
a richer hope. 

A friend whom I had trusted betrayed 
me. The treacherous act of this Judas 
poner me into a bewildering sorrow that 

ung deep shadows across the road for 
many days, and out of these shadows came 
the mocking voice of despair creaking its 
sardonic ridicule: “Now what about your 
poetic philosophy? Is this not the grave 
of hope?” Dejected, and almost bitter, I 
sat by the wayside pondering the deceit 
which had given birth to an act so foul 
and despicable. And then another surpris- 
ing discovery: The master of the road 
touched the bitter waters, and they became 
a crystal spring, out of which flowed a nob- 
ler loyalty in which I washed away my bit- 
terness of spirit and became a truer friend. 

And so the years have brought me to 
the summit of the hill. Looking back I can 
see the road making its way through sun- 
light and shadows; over the little hills and 
down into the valleys. At every turn a new 
experience has awaited my coming, and be- 
fore agian, | me has pressed into my hand 
a check to be banked against the needs and 
duties and responsibilities awaiting me at 
the next turn. These adventures with life 
have filled my heart with courage and hope 
for the remainder of the journey. 

I turn toward the west. The road is 
hidden, Out yonder I can see the dim out- 
line of the last hill silhouetted against the 
shadows of the evening sky. With tremb- 
ling hand,—not from fear, but from the 
excitment of breathless expectant wonder 
I shall directly part the curtains and pass 
into the great unknown. Toward the last 
bend in the road I hurry then, buoyed up 
by the hope of thrilling adventure.

than one hundred and eighty-three thous- 
and men on his pay-roll while building the 
temple. Seven and one half years were re- 
quired to complete the task. Later a mag- 
nificent palace was erected for himself, 
which it required thirteen years to build. 
Solomon became famous for his stables 
There were forty thousand stalls for horses 
and chariots in his stables. 

Silver was no longer a precious metal in 
Israel because Solomon had so much of it. 
Even his drinking vessels were pure gold. 
He had five hundred shields for his private 
soldiers and each shield was-overlaid with 
about twelve pounds of gold. His kingdom 
was the richest the world has ever known. 
This wise man, this exalted being, this great 
builder, this mighty General was also a 
great lover. In later years his love-life be- 
came perverted and this was the cause of 
his final ruin. 

This book, The Song of Solomon, draws a 
picture of the Church as the Bride of Christ. 
The book describes a love affair of Solo- 
mon, but in its broader aspect and typolo- 
gy we see that Solomon and his bride are 
pictures of Christ and His Church. To un- 
derstand the book correctly one must get 
the background of the drama. 

It is perhaps a legitimate conjecture to 
say that this glorious king, arrayed in all 
the power and glory of Israel, made a journ- 
ey with his horses, chariots and officials, 
from Jerusalem down into Egypt. Doubt- 
less he was dressed in royal robes, and his 
party represented the aristocracy and 
wealth of his kingdom. Along the way 
great multitudes of people assembled to see 
the king and his royal party. 

Suddenly, a beautiful, olive-skinned Egyp- 
tian maiden’ glided across the road 
ahead of the king’s royal party. Solomon 
caught only one glimpse of the beautiful 
girl as she disappeared among the shrub- 
bery. It was love at first sight. Her beauty 
and charm filled his thoughts for days and 
thrilled his soul. Perhaps the king tried to 
find her, but he could not. She was gone. 
However, he learned that she was a shep- 
herdess and that her flocks were nearby. He 
also learned that she spent some of her time 
working in a vineyard. 


THE SHEPHERD KING 


His heart hungered for her. He could 
not put her out of his thoughts. Finally he 
returned to the very spot where he had 
caught the glimpse of her. When he re- 
turned he did not come as a king, but he 
came disguised, dressed in the garb of a 
shepherd. 

As a shepherd he won her heart. What 
a revelation it was to her when she learned 
that he was a king and that he had a mar- 
velous palace in Jerusalem. We find that 
they returned to the palace together and 
the conversation that occurred there be- 
tween them makes up the contents of this 
book. He, the bridegroom, speaks a while. 
then she, the bride, takes up the thread of 
the conversation, and all of this is a type of 
a conversation between Christ and His 
Bride, the Church. She says, “Let him kiss 
me with the kisses of his mouth: for thy 
love is better than wine. Draw me, we will 
run after thee. The king hath brought me 
into his chambers: we will be glad and re- 
joice in thee; we will remember thy love 
more than wine: the upright ‘love thee. I 
am black, but comely. O ye daughters of 
Jerusalem, as the tents of Kedar, as the 
curtains of Solomon.” She also says, “Look 
not upon me because I am black.” 

Here the Church recognizes its blackness, 
unworthiness and humility. Why should 
this humble, dark-skinned maiden be grant- 
ed admission to the palace of the king? Why 
should we sinful mortals be so highly fav- 
ored as to be members of His Church? 

The bridegroom answers, “O, thou fair- 
est among women, thy cheeks are comely 
with rows of jewels, thy neck with chains 
of gold.” The bride answers, “Behold thou 





art fair, my love; thou hast doves’ eyes. 

Now Solomon uses the very phrase by 
which our Lord is called. He is drawn so 
close to Christ that he speaks of Him in 
the first person, and says, “I am the rose 
of Sharon, and the lily of the valleys.” 

THE FIG TREE 

In the prophecies the Jews are referred 
to as the fig tree. In the Olivet discourse 
the Lord says, “Now learn a parable of the 
fig tree; when its branch is yet tender and 
putteth forth leaves, you know that sum- 
mer is nigh.” The budding of the fig tree 
refers to the restoration of Israel in the end 
of this age. In the same chapter the Lord 
refers to the Transaltion of the Church fol- 
lowing the *udding of the fig tree. In oth- 
er words, when Israel returns to Palestine, 
we may expect the Church to be taken out 
of the earth. Jesus says, “Then two shall 
be in the field; the one shall be taken and 
the other left.” The very same term was 
used by Solomon with reference to the Jews, 
hundreds of years before, in the Song of 
Solomon, “The fig tree putteth forth her 
green figs, and the vines with the tender 
grape give a good smell.” ; 

Then Solomon in the same verse refers 
to the Translation of the Church in these 
words, “Arise, my love, my fair one, and 
come away.” It is significant that Solo- 
mon should also refer to the Translation of 
the Church as the next event to follow the 
budding of the fig tree. 

Solomon’s bride also referred to the 
Translation of the Church when_ she said: 
“He brought me to the banquetting house, 
and his banner over me was love.” This 
refers, of course, to the Marriage Feast of 
the Lamb which occurs in connection with 
the Translation. That will be the greatest 
meeting in the history of the world. The 
Bible tells about some great meetings. It 
was a great meeting when the Children of 
Israel saw the waves of the Red Sea roll 
back and crossed on dry land. It was a 
great meeting on Mount Carmel when the 
fire fell in answer to the prayer of Elijah. 
It was a great meeting when the five thou- 
sand were seated and fed by five loaves and 
two fishes. It was a great meeting at Pen- 
tecost, the day the Church was born. when 
three thousand souls came into the Church. 
Some great meetings were held during the 
Welsh revival. Moody and Finney saw 
some great meetings, but the greatest meet- 
ing this world will ever know will be the 
meeting of the Lord with His Church, when 
the Bride is translated. : s 

Notice, Solomon says that the Church will 
“eome awav” when the fig tree nvutteth forth 
her green figs. This is why Bible students 
are watching the return of the Jews to 
Palestine. 

Referring again to the removal of the 
Church from the earth, Solomon’s bride 
says, “My beloved spake. and said unto me, 
Rise up. my love, mv fair one, and come 
away. For, lo, the winter is past, the rain 
is over and gone: The flowers appear on the 
earth; the time of the singing of birds is 
come. and the voice of the turtle (dove) is 
heard in our land.” 

EARTH’S SPRINGTIME 

This vivid description of earth’s spring- 
time refers, of course, to the Millennium 
which follows the Translation of the Church. 

The second coming of Christ is referred 
to specifically by the bride in these words, 
“The voice of my beloved! behold, he com- 
eth leaping upon the mountains, skipping 
upon the hills.” This refers to the time 
when the Lord will return to His pulpit on 
the Mount of Olives. Zechariah says, “And 
his feet shall stand in that day upon the 
Mount of Olives, which is before Jerusalem 
on the east; and the Mount of Olives shall 
cleave in the midst thereof toward the east 
and toward the west, and there shall be a 
very great valley: and half of the mountain 
shall remove toward the\north, and half of 
it toward the south.” 

During the conversation doubtless Solo- 
mon’s bride looked back upon their pleas- 


ant courtship days, when he came disguised 
as a shepherd and looked “forth at the win- 
dows,” showing himself playfully “through 
the lattice.” As Solomon came garbed in 
shepherd’s attire in seeking his bride, like- 
wise Christ came for His Church, disguised 
as “The Good Shepherd.” 
THE TUG OF THE UNSEEN 


The Translation of the Church will be the 
most dramatic hour in the history of the 
world, and some of us feel that it is not far 
away. We sense His soon coming. There 
is something in the air. Like the lowing 
herd senses the coming storm in some un- 
known way and begins huddling together in 
the fence corners. Like the instinct of the 
birds which takes them south as winter 
draws nigh. Like the Indians out in the 
western country could put their ears to the 
ground and hear the patter of horses’ feet 
telling them of the approaching enemy. 
through the air just before the storm. Just 
like the sound of a going in the tops of the 
mulberry trees, which David heard before 
he went to defeat the Philistines; like that, 
the Church, the Bride, the mystical Body 
of Christ, feels an inner urge which tells 
them that the end is near. 

A boy was flying his kite so high that it 
disappeared from sight. A man asked the 
boy how he knew the kite was up there. 
Holding the string in his hand, the boy re- 
plied, “I feel the tug of it.” There is a tug 
of the unseen which every member of the 
true Church of Christ discerns in the Spirit. 

The Church began in humility, it will end 
in glory. It began on a rock, it will end at 
a feast. It began in a prayer meeting, it 
will end at a banquet. It began on earth, 
it will end in the clouds. 

ELIJAH AND ENOCH 


It will be the darkest hour in the world’s 
history when the Church is taken away. 
Following the leaving of the Church, the 
world will pass into the final tribulation pe- 
riod when the most terrible suffering the 
world has ever known will come to pass. If 
you remain behind, you will look back to the 
time when you read these words and you 
will be struck with terror. Should you not 
be translated with the Church it will only 
be a few years until you will see a cov- 
enant made between the nations of Central 
Eurove and the Jewish nation that will re- 
sult in the final restoration of Palestine to 
the Jews. Following that, the old Roman 
Empire will be revived, and the Antichrist 
will arise. By his side there will stand a 
religious leader who is called the False 
Prophet. Nature will be ravaged by earth- 
quakes, tidal waves and gigantic upheav- 
als. Jerusalem will again be overthrown 
by a terrible war. 

The members of the Bride of Christ will 
never see death. We have only three in- 
stances of persons leaving this life without 
dying, Elijah, Enoch and Jesus. Elijah was 
a faithful college president. He knew that 
he was soon to be translated. He spent his 
last hours with some of his students. The 
flaming chariot swung by, picked him up, 
his mantle fell on Elisha. and Elijah was 
not. He is a tyne of the Church. 

Enoch walked with God. He felt the 
brush of angel wings, and he was not, for 
God took him. He, too, is a type of the 
Church.

“Between courses the waiters passed you 
a towel just wrung out of hot water for 
face and hands, very refreshing—nice cus- 
tom — cooling, cleansing. The towels, at 
last were the finger bowls; ‘the feast was 
finished,’ and speeches began. 

“T felt Satan’s anger from the moment 
I put my feet on these shores and at once 
a deep cold with a very sore throat hit me. 
Each afternoon in Martyrs Hall the Central 
Chinese Y. M. C. A. Auditorium we held 
a meeting speaking in English. Fully one 
third of this crowd were English speaking 
Chinese. To the first meeting came Samuel 
Chen assistant to Minister Wu in the de- 
partment of foreign affairs. He has been 
in the Christian ministry but has taken this 
position in the new government. He is re- 
lated to many of the officials. 

“I am believing that God will use these 
ties to get some of the strong men of 
China out and out for the Lord. 

“Brother Samuel Shen never missed a 
one of the Shanghai meetings and when 
he left for Nanking his heart was all 
aglow . He had been doing personal work 
the last two days of the meetings. We will 
see him again for he is helping arrange the 
meetings at the capitol Nanking. 

“Each night in Allen Memorial Chinese 
Church we spoke to the Chinese. Mr. Wang 
and Mr. Chow both interpreted for me and 
nightly God’s Spirit wonderfully undertook. 
I labored on against a cold and though it 
was deep God seemed to float me over it 
day after day and sent the flood of blessing 
to the people. 

“Mr. Jaffray and Leland Wang presented 
the untouched areas of China and the South 
Sea Islands. 

“The last night in Shanghai God gave 
me a message for reapers in the harvest 
field and thirty-four Chinese volunteered to 
go anywhere and be a reaper and a sower. 

“For over two weeks I have gone from 
the pulpit back to bed miserable in my 
chest, head and throat, but bubbling over 
with joy in the Spirit and feeling the con- 
stant working of the Holy Ghost in my 
heart and body in answer to all the prayers 
of God’s children and my dear friends ever- 
where. He floated me over and kept the 
blessing burning in the meetings. Now I’m 
all right in body as well. I feel strong 
again, well and fit for the fray. Though 
at that, I’m strong when my body is weak. 
It is wea to see that His Spirit is all 
in all. Gladfy would I be sick if the power 
of Christ could work in no other way. It 
is surely a great experience to be unfit in 
body and yet made so fit in spirit by His 
presence and power. 

“Now, Mr. Wang and myself turn north 
to Mukden. Mr. Jaffray had to return to 
his work in Wuchow, but will meet us again 
soon. We will meet Dr. Goforth and his 
workers and the Chinese of that northern 
section next in His strength and leading. 
Oh, its precious to pass the fields of these 
saintly missionaries and see the blessed 
harvest. Its joy to help them reap. Write 
to any of them you know. They don’t hear 
from home enough.”

Crime 


A recent investigation disclosed that for- 
ty-five per cent of the inmates of Sing Sing 
Prison were boys under twenty-five years 
of age. In one year forty-six per cent of 
the persons convicted of crime in the courts 
of record in New York State were between 
the ages of sixteen and twenty-five. In the 
Court of General Sessions, the great crim- 
inal court of New York City, out of some 
three thousand offenders investigated, over 
sixty-two percent were under twenty-five 
years of age. The President of the United 
States recently voiced the general belief 
that in America life and property are rela- 
tively more unsafe than in any other coun- 
try in the world. 

What a change from a generation ago! 
Whe could have foreseen the extent of the 
crime wave that has swept down upon Amer- 
ica? Who but God? Yet such was the 
prophetic forecast some nineteen hundred 
years ago. “Evil doers shall wax worse and 
worse. In the last days perilous times shall 
come.” 

Simplicity 

In these days when the churches are 
spending so much on schools and hospitals 
in foreign lands, it is refreshing to read the 
following description of the Heart of Africa 
Mission: “Nowhere did we find an elaborate 
‘plant’ or church, or school, or hospital 
building. There was no official garb, no 
titles, no ‘machinery,’ whether clerical or 
ecclesiastical. It seemed to the writer that 
even the apostle Paul would not feel out of 

lace at ‘headquarters.’ For it is but a 
lombas house with earth floors pounded 
hard, and very ordinary things in it. Mr. 
Studd joked about it when twitted about 
his ‘desk’ and furnishings for their lack of 
‘finish.’ The truth is, he has the joy with- 
in that makes these things of no concern— 
though the costliest might be his for the 
mere asking! Remember, he is no crank in 
these matters; he is exceedingly human, 
full of fine fun, keen in repartee. But this 
attitude of his characterizes this whole mis- 
sion enterprise — the simplicity that one 
should expect with and in Christ. And an 
attitude that one fears is nearly lost in the 
home lands; we say it with sorrow. How 
does our Lord feel about it?” 


A Dirge of Hope

which has taken av in Palestine, A. Ro- 
senthal, editor of The Modern View, has 
written a most remarkable poem. Yet he is 
not a Zionist.

missionary. He says, “They decided me at 
once to live only and utterly for Christ.” 


Russia 


There is much misunderstanding in Rus- 
sia about conditions in America. They have 
an idea that we have on the one hand our 
Rockefellers, Morgans, and a few other rich 
men, and on the other side the poor, down- 
trodden workmen. They have no idea of 
how the great mass of the American people 
live, nor of the great humanitarian work 
sponsored by the very men whom they con- 
sider the outrageous oppressors of the 
working-man, the malefactors of wealth, as 
Roosevelt used to call them. In ‘Russia 
there was need and room for improvement. 
On the one hand were the rich, the land 
owners, the upper classes, and on the other, 
the poor, the oppressed, the serfs. A fatal 
class distinction. 

But such a situation has never obtained 
in America. And for years now there has 
been plenty of money for all. The very 
poor, for the most part, are foreigners, 
Europeans who failed before ever coming to 
this country. But the working man here 
earns between a hundred and two hundred 
and fifty dollars a month and in thousands 
of cases owns his own home, has a motor 
car, and can buy what he wants. Whereas 
in Russia the average amount received is 
between fifty-five and one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars monthly. Even skilled 
engineers and mechanics get no more. Nor 
does he own a home of his own with sev- 
eral rooms, and a bit of lawn and garden 
as in this country. And as for a car — it 
would be out of the question. In Russia 
the poor were poor, unspeakably poor. Here 
there are no poor comparatively speaking. 
There is money and work for all. Condi- 
tions in America are better, and the con- 


.tentment of the people greater than even 


the ideals for which the Bolsheviks strive. 
Women are by no means slaves. Education 
is within the reach of all. While freedom 
and happiness are ours to an extent that 
Russia has never yet experienced. Let them 
produce something better before they ask 
us to follow their lead. 


Acquitted 


The Knights of Columbus have lost. Bob 
Shuler has won. They tried him in the Los 
Angeles Courts for libel. He had published 
the alleged Fourth Degree Oth. In the 
trial it was brought out that he had never 
said it was a genuine Knights of Columbus 
Oath, but that it was a true statement of 
the history of the Roman Catholic Church, 
and that the days of the Inquisition proved 
it. The fight was a bitter one. The Knights 
engaged their leading attorney, Luke E 
Hart of St. Louis, who has jailed many a 
Protestant, but who lost this case com- 
pletely. 


Science 


What part will Science play in the next 
war? The answer is almost too terrible 
to contemplate. Men have mocked at the 
language used in describing the coming 
judgments in Revelation. And yet perhaps 
after all it is tame in comparison to the re- 
ality as prepared by Science. This is what 
D. M. Panton has to say about it: 

Unevangelized science knows no pity. 
Professor Lewin, toxicologist in Berlin Uni- 
versity, points out that already there are 
twenty-five varieties of poison gas against 
which all antidotes and preventives are vir- 
tually useless; and Herr Nester estimates 
that it would cost Germany 150,000,000 
Pounds to supply her citizens with pre- 
ventive equipment. The first gas attack at 
Ypres in 1915 on unprepared troops, Dr. F. 
R. Humphreys informs the Royal Sanitary 
Institute (Times, Feb. 6, 1929), cost 5,000

Readers of “The Defender” were asked 
to pray that doctors, sorely needed, might 
be sent to the Unevangelized Africa Mis- 
sion. Every power and influence which 
Satanic cunning could suggest was arrayed 
against the answer but He Who said, “Call 
unto me and I will answer thee” had 
prompted the prayer. Two doctors volun- 
teered. One through the notice in “The De- 
fender;” the other through a call that came 
to him years ago. Both are men of rare 
mental and spiritual equipment. Both with 
successful professional experience. 

More than a dozen other candidates had 
applied and were waiting for funds to go. 

0 money was in the Mission’s treasury to 
send them. In an almost incredibly short 
time every need was met for these two. 
Equipment for medical and surgical work, 
outfit for themselves and their families, 
passage money, and in one case volunteered 
support for an indefinite period. One sailed 
Saturday, August 17. The other is arrang- 
ing to go on the earliest available steamer. 
One will go via the east coast of Africa; 
the other by way of the west coast. 

Meanwhile on the field God has been 
working. In temporary quarters, without 
school building and without sufficient teach- 
ers, a group of one hundred boys have gath- 
ered for school. Out of these, eighty have 
professed their faith in Jesus Christ as 
their personal Saviour and Lord and the cry 
comes from the missionaries, “Pray that 
many may be led into effective, fruitful 
service for their fellow-tribesmen.” 

Patient, humble faith has been needed in 
the securing of proper sites for the Mis- 
sion, but He Who called and promised has 
_ not failed those who wait for Him, and sta- 
tions have been secured for work in the 
great tribe which was found to be in such 
great need;' for work among the Pigmies 
which has been a part of the Mission plan 
from the beginning, and also for work in 
the French Sudan or neglected French 
Equatorial Africa. One of the doctors is 
destined for this latter section. 

Will everyone who prayed for these doc- 
tors lift his heart to God and reverently 
say, “Hallelujah!” 

Will everyone who prayed before, and a 
still larger number who rejoice in the priv- 
ilege of intercession, pray that yet many 
more laborers may be thrust forth into His 
harvest field? 

It is not strange that God should first 
send forth these especially eauipped and 
sorely needed doctors. Will He not also 
send nurses, teachers, translators and every 
applicant whom He can use, and do it 
speedily ?
